Was the Duke of Kent, the father of Queen 
Victoria, ever in residence in Halifax as Lieu- 
tenant Governor? Give dates. What was his 
marital or domestic situation? W. R. R. 

Queen Victoria's father was stationed in Hali- 
fax and Quebec as commander-in-chief of the I 
forces, not as Governor. The exact date is not | 
immediately available, but it was prior to 1818. 
In that year the Duke, then at the age of 51, 
contracted his only marriage. His wife was 
Maria Louisa Victoria (1786-1861), widow of 
Emich Charles, Prince of Leiningen and sister 
of Leopold I, King of the Belgians. Their only 
child was Queen Victoria. For a brief account 
of the Duke of Kent's pre-marital alliance con- 
suit Lytton Strachey's "Queen Victoria," which 
refers to his 27 years' association with Madame 
St. Laurent. The Duke of Kent died in 1820.
